TRIANGLE TRIP OVER THE NORTHWESTERN PACIFIC R. R. 

One of the most delightful scenic 

one*day jaunts in Jimerica 

150 Miles of Mountain and Redwood Forest Scenery, a 
Boat Ride on San Francisco Bay and by rail 
alone the Russian River 

Leave San Francisco 8:45 A. M. daily and 6:45 
A. M. Sunday only, by boat across the Bay of San 
Francisco, in full view of the Golden Gate to Sausa- 
lito (the Sorrento of America). Thence via pictur- 
esque San Rafael and thriving Petaluma (home of 
the chicken industry), through Sonoma Valley to 
Santa Rosa and Fulton. From Fulton, through mag- 
nificent mountain scenery and redwood forests and 
along Russian River, to Monte Rio. Return is made 
along the coast, passing Tomales Bay, Point Reyes, 
San Anselmo, etc., to Sausalito, arriving at San 
Francisco 7:35 P. M. daily the same evening. 

If preferred, trip can be reversed, leaving San 
Francisco at 8:15 A. M. via the coast to Monte Rio 
and returning along the river and through the val- 
leys, arriving at San Francisco 7:05 P. M. daily and 
9:05 P. M. Sunday the same evening. 

Round Trip Fare for Triangle Trip , $2.80, 
except on Fridays or Saturdays, it is $2.60 
and on Sundays only $2.20

SHORT TRIPS FROM SAN FRANCISCO OVER THE NORTHWESTERN^ PACIFIC UNES 


No other railroad in the world presents in an equal 
length so great a variety of magnificent scenic 
attractions as does the Northwestern Pacific. 

A journey over the line begins with a delightful 
boat trip along the San Francisco water front, with 
its constantly changing panorama of shipping from 
all parts of the world, past the fortified islands in 
the Bay and across the Golden Gate to picturesque 
Sausalito, set like an Italian village on wooded hills, 
with charming homes nestling among the trees. 

From Sausalito to the great redwood forests of 
Mendocino and Humboldt Counties the trip is a 
succession of flower-decked valleys rich with boun- 
teous crops, rolling hills and covered to their tops 
with vineyards or forests, canyons and mountains, 
rushing rivers and rippling creeks, intense cultiva- 
tion and untouched wilderness. 

All along the line are pretty villages, thriving 
towns and bustling cities, and from these may be 
secured any comfort or convenience that the traveler 
desires. 

No other region in the world combines so many 
delightful features; scenic attractions of rare beauty 
climate that is healthful and perfect, excellent oppor- 
tunities for fishing and shooting, and at many points 
on the line fine openings for profitable investment of 
capital and personal effort. 

The traveler will find much of interest at any of 
the following places: 

Sometimes called the “Sorrento of 
America” because of its pictur- 
esque situation on the hillsides overlooking the Bay. 
It is a residence town and has many artistic homes, 
showing fine effects in modern architecture and 
matchless effects in natural setting. Southern ter- 
minus of the Northwestern Pacific Railroad, reached 
by ferry from San Francisco. Fare 25 cents for the 
round trip. 

TIRfYDHN Charming bay-shore suburbs, the

steep and wooded slope of Belve- 
dere “Island.” Reached by ferry

WILL VALLE I I among the Madrones and Red- 
woods at the base of Mt. Tamal- 
pais, where the Scenic Railway is taken for Muir 
Woods and the top of the Mountain. Also the site 
of “Marsh’s Japanese Tea Garden.” Well worth stop- 
ping over one train to see. Fare from San Francisco 
40 cents for the round trip. 

Fifteen miles from San Francisco, 
county seat of Marin County, a 
charming residence town in a hill-sheltered valley; 
noted for its delightful climate. Fare from San 
Francisco 50 cents for the round trip. 

Thirty-six miles from San Fran- 
cisco. Center of the Poultry In- 
dustry of the State. In Petaluma and its environs 
are raised and shipped more poultry products than in 
any similar area in the world. A very interesting 
day can be spent in this place. Single fare from San 
Francisco $1.00; tickets good going Saturday or Sun- 
day, returning Monday, $1.50; on Sundays good going 
and returning same day, $1.00. 

^ANTA DfKA • County seat and largest town of 
3/tlil/l KU3A : Sonoma County, a thriving busi- 
ness and residence town fifty-two miles from San 
Francisco. Here is located the home and extensive 
experimental grounds of Luther Burbank, the 
“Plant Wizard.” There are also numerous manu- 
factories. Single fare from San Francisco $1.25; 
Saturday to Monday $2.25; Sunday excursions $1.50.

popular resort town. Boating, bathing, and other 
summer pleasures. Pleasant homes in the town and 
handsome country residences adjacent are interest- 
ing features. There are many camping places and 
resorts among the Redwoods and along the river, all 
within easy distance from Healdsburg. Single fare 
from San Francisco $1.50; Sunday excursion $2.25.

Excellent hunting and fishing all through 
this section. Single fare from San Francisco $2.25; 
Sunday Excursion $3.00; summer round trip $4.00. 

IIKIAH • County seat of Mendocino County 

UlU/lIl : with a population of four thou- 

sand. Situated in center of fertile and beautiful 
valley. Russian River close by. From this point can 
be taken many delightful stage trips through the 
redwoods and to the many resorts in the mountains 
and woods, and there is also a regular stage service 
between Ukiah and Coast points. Fine fishing and 
hunting can be found in this neighborhood during the 
season. The scenery about Ukiah is unsurpassed, the 
sport varied and interesting. Single fare from San 
Francisco $3.50; Saturday to Monday, or summer 
round trip, $6.75; Sunday excursion $4.50. 

MONTE RIO • The objective P° int of the North- 
western Pacific’s “Triangle Trip” 
is a beautiful little city clinging to the steep hills 
overlooking the Russian River, and noted for its 
aquatic sports, hospitable hotels and variety of nat- 
ural scenery. Excursionists have several hours at 
Monte Rio which can be spent in rowing, bathing, 
naptha launch trip on the river, strolls along the 
beach, or wandering through majestic redwood 
groves gathering wild flowers and ferns of many 
varieties which are to be found in profusion. Sunday 
fare $2.20; Friday or Saturday $2.50; Summer round 
trip $2.80. 

POINT RFYFS • Very appropriately called the 
rvilll IVL I L.J “Fisherman’s Paradise.” In the 

vicinity are many streams and it is here that the 
California Anglers Association hold their Annual 
Field Days. Inverness is located a short distance 
from Point Reyes and is noted for its excellent beach 
and fish hatchery, the latter supplying the fish for 
planting in the streams near Point Reyes. Single 
fare from San Francisco $1.00; Friday to Monday 
$1.25; Sunday excursion $1.00.
